' As you have noted, SAC. letter No. $7 dated April 10, 191*8, instructs 

you to proparo a Cosoanist Index, which was to ho coincident with tho review 
of -the files in your office for the purpose of ascertaining available infor- 
mation with respect to individual Communists. Consequently, tho index pre- 
v i i^jpared by your office should include those individuals on whoa there is infor- 
-iiation in your files indicating, they are known Communist Party oenbora . 

<■ There will, of course, be additions and deletions from this Index as infor- 
mation coses to your attention reflecting the names of new members of the 
Party or .when subjects in the liafex alienate themselves from the Party or 
remove theaselvos from your field! division. Such information will cone to 
your attention from time to tine through your confidential informants and 
other sources of information. !, t

Consequently, In the situation you cite in your referenced letter,, 
the Bureau feels that if the fil'd shows the subject to have, party member— 
ship in 191*7 and there is no evidence of activity in. 192*8, he should be 
included in tho Index providing &ne file shows no information indicating 
alienation from the Partyv | , 

four suggestion Ih^titbo. Bureau authorise the field to jaaintain' 
the Communist Index in three sections has -been considered and it is felt 
that such a breakdown of the Irkex would not be warranted in light of the 
problems that would arise ip/kqaping sucV an Index in a current arid 
workable condition. This would bo. particularly true in those offices 
where the Jndox will include/i^overal thousand cards.

SAC Letter #57 dated April 10, 1948, inst/Gcted each Division to prepare 
a Communist index -to be maintained in alphabetical order. In complying with the 
instruction, no problem exists with respect to the inclusion in this index of indi- 
viduals on whom we have current evidence of membership or activity. On the other 
hand, there exists another category of cases concerning individuals on whom there 
is evidence of' membership in 1947, no evidence of activity in 1948, but no positive 
evidence" that the Communist affiliation has definitely ceased. 

The Phoenix Division desires to obtain the Bureau's decision relative to 
the inclusion or elimination of individuals in the latter category in the Communist 
.Index. 






Alsp, in connection with the Communist Index, the Phoenix- Division believes . 
that, a real purpose would be served in maintaining an index of former Communist party 
members in our territory. Such a list would provide CNDI prospects- and further pro- 
vide a readily available list of possible witnesses in connection with Communist party 

activity. * * .
